Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-13 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The applicant's arguments, see 5 th full paragraph on 
page 7, filed 11/20/08 are persuasive. All outstanding 
rejections have been withdrawn. 

Cao et al. is cited to further show the state of the art as 
it pertains to the applicant's invention as is provided 
background information. Cao teaches a plurality of groups of 
service servers and teaches techniques for load balancing, 
however Cao fails to teach dynamically shifting a service server 
from a mid-level or intermediate level group to a high-level 
group when the load on the high-level group increases beyond a 
threshold as required by the independent claims.
